NOT ALWAYS SUCCESFUL 


We of this nation are complacent 
concerning the practicability of de- 
mocracy, and are inclined to believe 
after Jefferson; that “that govern- 
ment is best which governs least’, 
and that our government best proves 
the aphorism. However, democracy is 
no longer chiefly American. France, 
Germany and Russia have exercised 
emulative zeal, and have tried a 
for the 
people. France became bankrupt and 
the habitat of. corrupt politicians; 
Germany was shackled by Schmidt 
and Krause; Russia was exploited 
and morally ruined by those who 
professed to save her. 


DEMOCRACY VS. FASCISM 


Doubtless we are justified in our 
complacency, for America is superior 
materially, and in point of progress, 
to any existing nation. y 

But to Italy Mussoline has brought 
&@ prosperity and a freedom unpar- 
alled in modern times upon the East- 
ern Continent. Mussolini is the ex- 
emplar of modern government ex- 
pertness. He has remodelled a cha- 
otic plate, warded off almost inex- 
orable crises, removed the danger of 
anarchism, stamped out graft and 


substituted EXPERT GOVERNMEN. 


TAL EFFICIENCY. 


Thus we have two widely varying 
Poiltical groups, the American on the 
one hand and Italian on the other, 
of peculiar public temperment, pro- 


. Sressing through stability of govern- 


ment to the development of a high 
standard of citizenship. 


MUSSOLINI AND IMPERIALISM 


If fascism fails, and it may at any 
time, it is doubtful that it will result 
from internal. strife. Mussolini is 
sufficiently a student of economics & 
international affairs to make due al- 
lowance for that. What he cannot 
successfully control will be’ the petty 
jealousies and bickerings of the little- 
souled Euorpean “diplomats”. A\l- 
ready he has incited the envy and 
hatred ‘of ‘aH Europe. Already he is 
called “imperialistic” and by those 
who know as well as he that imper- 


ialism is impossible, and would mean | 


a reversal of Italian prosperity. 


THE IMPORTANT QUESTION 


Expertness in government is what 
the ‘great nations need. It is the ideal 
seen afar off by such men as Durant. 

That Italy gets what she considers 
proper protection under one form, 
and America’ gains hers under 
another, is beside the point. Democ- 
racy no longer necessarily means per- 
sonal freedom, does one-man 
rule inviolably mean suppression of 
the rights of man. The form is not 
the essential thing. Jefferson 
right today.
